He “became interested in advertise- 
ments of thé People's United States 
Bank, Which was belng organized. He 
was attracted by the word pictures of 
wealth which could be accumulated 
from a few dollars. Hé waa convinced 
that Lewis would give him unbiased 
advice regarding. the bank stock as an 
investment. In October, 1904, he wrote 
Lewis a personal letter asking advice. 


Not a Millionaire’s Bank. 

Lewis’ reply, written on a ietter- 
head of the Lewis Publishing Co., ad- 
vised Bijotat to invest his savings in 
the bank, urging that it was to be a 
bank for the people, and not for the 
millionaires, the general trend of the 
letter being the same as the signed ad- 
vertisements in the Woman's Magazine. 
Lewis stated that while the preliminary 
organization would be for $1,000,000, that 
Dec. 24 the capital would. be increased 
to the full $5,000,000, 

Believing in Lewis, Rijotat and his 
wife drew from a’New York bank ip 
which they -had a deposit of $500, the full 
amount and sent it to Lewis as a sub- 
scription for capital stock. 

He received a personal letter of thanks 
from Lewis, and later several more let-

So enthusiastic was Bijotat about the 
plan of the bank that he advised several 
of his friends in neighboring towns to 
send money to the bank.

Negro Taken From Water Be- 
low With Broken Leg His 
Only Injury. 


BUMPS ON IRON GIRDERS 


Tries to Leave Car Near 
Water’s Edge and Is Thrown 
Into Swift Current. 


Ben Carter, 312 Plum street, a negro, 
falling from a passenger through 
the Hads Bridge, 55 feet Tuesday 
morning, and knocked from the 
bridge as he fell, was rescued alive 
100 feet downstream with no worse in- 
jury than a broken leg. 
The negro attempted to alight from a 
Wabash freight train on the platform 
that extends almost to the water's 
edge.. He missed the platform and his 
body shot through the space between 
the tracks. He struck an fron bar, 
was whirled about and his body hit an- 
other bar. He was sent back and forth 
thus from one girder to another until 
he dropped Into the water. 

The river is about 7 feet deep where 
he fell, but the current is swift. Carter 
came up about 100 feet downs‘ream. 


Is Saved by Use of Cable. 


His body seemed to be carried by 
the curoaut then, for he was not swim- 
ming, as far as a cable stretched from 
a wharfboat to the wharf, 100 feet from 
where he struck the water. He caught 
hold of this and got the cable under 
his arms and then appeared to lapse 
into unconsciousness. 

On the wharfboat of the “Diamond 
Jo’’ line, a number of negroes saw the 
man in the water and at once took down 
their lifeboat. There was a scramble 
among them to get places in the boat 
and several were knocked over. Wash- 
ington Jones, negro, captain of the 
crew, and William Bailey, negro, were 
the men who went to the rescue. 

They had great difficulty in pulling 
Carter's arms loose from the cable and 
in then getting him into the boat. 

Policeman Morrisse summoned an 
ambulance and sent Carter to the City 
Hospital. It was found that his left 
leg was broken. 

Making the accident and escape of 
Carter all the more remarkable is the 
fact that he is 50' years old. He was 
er route to a’ tie camp, 17 miles from 
East St. Louis, where, he said, employ- 
ment awaited him.

As an example of this is the case of 
Baby Blevins of 3004 Laclede avenue, 
whose mother is ili with tuberculosis, 
but who nursed her haby until last 
week. Miss Hill suggested pure milk 
in order to save the baby ‘from con- 
tracting the disease, and as a relief 
for the mother. 

In her visits she sees infants eating 
strange food. Some mothers begin the 
watermelon diet early. Others take 
their children to the table with them 
and let them eat what they choose.

| eral favorite with many mothers. Miss 
| Hil condemns both. The frst because 
it is mot properly arranged for chil- 
dren.

Miss Hill's first effort ig devoted to 


Winning the friendship of the mother-- 
after she has found the baby. 


Some mothers misunderstand at first. 
They do not know that Miss Hil is a 
charitable worker, and suppose that ah. 
is canvassing for a new Kind of milk. 
Her manner is such, however, that sne 
usually gains their confidence, especially 
if the baby is- ijl. 


When the mothers can speak English 
Miss Hill explains the way tue milk is 
treated, in order to make it pure, and 
tries by easy meang to have the mothe: 
use the pure milk. 


Cost is a great argument of hers. 
The pure milk is cheaper than all the 
other milks. Her one great handicap is 
the doctor's prescription that must be 
given before pure milk ean be sold. 


Many more babies would be drinking 
pure milk if it were not for this prescrip- 
tion. Busy mothers cannot find time to 
go to the doctor's and some -dislike to 
go because they have not the money to 
pay. Miss Hill has visited many phy- 
siclans and asked them to give their 
services free. They have agreed to do 
s0. Sometimes, however, the mothers 
are not careful of office hours and do 
not find the physician at home when 
they go. This is a backset and usually 
results in broken res°Olutions. 


Miss Hill's time is such that it fs not 
always possible for her to visit 4 fam- 
lily twice, but she can tell by visiting 
the milk stations if those visited have 
ordered. When orders do not come for 
several days she makes a second visit.

he is a scoundrel and a.man “who 
wouldn't hesitate at anyihing to gain 
his point.

A second explosion followed and in a

When possitle, go without stockings. In buying 
stockings be sure to have them long enough and 
wide enough across the toes. A tight or short 
stocking wiil deform the toes by cramping them as 
quickly as a badly made shoe. Clean stockings 
should be put on every day. They can easily be 
washed out every night, and in hot weather this 
matter of fresh stockings is absolutely imperative. 
Often the unpléasant odor of perspiring feet is due 
to the soiled condition of the hosiery. 

For tired and persp'r ng feet nothing is better than 
a long bath in hot water and soda. Soak the feet 
for 20 minutes at least. Sea salt can be substituted 


for the soda. 


If the perspiration is very offensive apply this to 
the feet: Beta-naphthol, one-half dram; distilled 
witch hazel, four ounces. 

Where there is excessive pain in the calf of the 
leg it is almost certain that the arch of the foot is 
giving way or flattening. Bandaging with adhesive 
plaster across the instep, or, better still, an elastic 


arch worn inside the shoe, will remedy this and 


give instant relief from the pain in the leg. The 
arch of the foot is likely to flatten when wearing 
badly made shoes, those that offer no support to the 
instep. ,

Total Loss Is $1,500,000, 
With 2,500,000 Barrels of 
Oil Destroyed. 


TWELVE TANKS AFLAME 


Two Men Killed Standing by 
Tank That Burst and 12 
Saving Mules. 


HOUSTON, Tex., July 2%.—Now that 
the fury of the fire at Humboldt oil 
felds has been spent it is found that 
half the tank district has been saved. 

The loss, as great as it is, will not be 
more than 2,500,000 barrels. 

Fully 2,500,000 barrels are still unin- 
jured. 

The total loss of money will not ex- 
ceed $1,500,000, 

Fifty ~persons were injured by the fire 
or in fighting it. 

It ts now positively known that 14 lives 
were lost. 

The Texas company gives the oil loss- 
es as follows :

They were on an island surrounded 
by a sea of fire, and roasted to death 
without the flames actualiy touching 
them, 

Twelve bodies were recovered tonight 
badly charred. It is believed they were 
negroes. 

They perished shortly after lightning 
struck tank No. 12, at 4 o’clock Friday 
afternoon, starting the fire. 

The tank explosions were due to water 
under the oll, which upon becoming con- 
verted into steam would throw out vast 
volumes of the fiery fluid, 

The twelve burning tanks occupied a 
space of about half a square mile and 
the whole of this area was a mass of 
fiames.

REGARDING HITS 


‘There will always be some difference 
in opinion in scoring base hits,’’ declares 
Manager Griffith. “‘No two men are 
likely to agree on the same proposition. 
What one man considers an error an- 
other will consider too difficult a chance 
for the fielder to handle. The best way 
to do Is to try to weigh as qu.ckly as 
possible the possibilities of the batsman 
against the possibilities of the flelder 
and strike a happy medium. 

“If a very fast man is going to first 
against a véry fast flelder and beats 
the ball out after the fielder has de- 
layed the fraction of a second in hand- 
ling it slearly, the batter is entitled to 
a hit as a general rule, because the 
chances were good that he would have 
beaten the ball if the flelder had not 
make any mistake.
